For whatever may 
be argued, pro or con, lifting con- 
trols while a scarcity of goods slill 
exisls is a gamble, and a danger- 
ous one.

Little Rock, June 17 — (/?)—Pu-

Dodge ruled, in effect, today that 
act 107 of 1945 separating the pri- 
maries for federal and slate of- 
ficers was unconstitutional. 


Referring to the facl lhat coun- 


ties were required by the act to 
pay the cost of the extra federal 
elections, although most of them 
refused to do so, Chancellor Dodge 
held that appropriation of 
money 


for party primaries was "not 
a 


county matter" and that Act 107 
set up "no reasonable classifica- 
tion" in divorcing the primaries.
